BY-LAW No. 77. 


A BY-LAW TO PROVIDE FOR BORROWING 
THE SUM OF 36,255.00 UPON THE CREDIT 
OF THE MUNICIPALITY. 


WueErRas it is expedient that there should be raised 
by the Municipality of the Town of Edmonton the 
sum of 36,255 to enable the Municipality to repay 
the amounts, with interest borrowed by the Munici- 
pality for the several purposes mentioned below, 
that is te say: 


(1) $2,770.85, being a further amount expended 
in addition to the amount realized from the sale of 
debentures issued for the purpose of enabling the 
Municipality to erect a fire hall, to purchase certain 
fire apparatus for the use of the Municipality, and to 
provide means for a suitable supply of water for the 
purpose of fire protection, and the sum of $158.77 for 
interestthereon to the Ist day of October, 1894 $273.13, 
being theJamount expended for the purchase, sur- 
veying and fencing of a nuisance grouud for the 
use of the Municipality and otherwise in connection 
therewith, and the sum of 314.50 for interest thereon 
to the said Ist day of October, 1894 ; $1,571,25, being 
the amount expended for the purchase of land for 
the purpose of opening a public highway, and the 
sum of 247.75 forinterest thereon to the said Ist day of 
October, 1894 ; $890.00, being the amount expended 
for the purpose of obtaining a charter for a street 
railway for the benefit cf the Municipality, and the 
sum of 228.47 for the interest thereon to the said Ist 
of October, 1894, the eight preceding items making 
a total sum of $5,664.72. 


(2) AND $303.50, being the amount expended for 
the purchase of furniture and office apparatus for 
the use of the Municipality, and the sum of 313,38 
for interest thereon to the said Ist day of October, 
1894 ; $254.30, being the amount expended for and in 
connection with the improvement of streets and the 
laying of sidewalks not chargeable as a frontage tax, 
and the sum of $19.10 for interest to the said 
Ist October, 1894; the last four preceeding items 
making a total sum of $590.28 ; and the two sums of 
$5,664.72 and 3590.28 making as a grand total the 
sum of $6,255.00. 

_ And Wurreas the value of the§rateable property 
in the Municipality, according to the last reyised 
Assessment Roil, is $988,950.00 ; 

Anpb WHEREAS the amount of the existing debt of 
the Municipality, other than current expenses and 
including the amount provided fur in this By- 
law, is $46,215.98, whereof no part is in arrear, and 
whereof $45,150.26 is principal and $1,065.72 is 
interest ; 

AND Whereas it is expedient to borrow the said 
sum Of $6,255.00 by the issue of debentures, 35,664.72 
of the principal whereof shall be repayable in twenty 
years and 590.2% of the principal whereof shall be 
repayable in ten years from the date on which this 
By-law takes effect, and which shall bear interest in 
the meantime payable half-yearly at the rate of six 
per cent. per annum ; 

AND WueReEas it is expedient to provide for the 
repayment of the principal sum in each case by the 
creation of an equal yearly sinking fund ; 

AND WHEREAS the total amount which will be re- 
quired to be raised annually by a special rate for the 
repaying the sail sum of $5,664.72 by means ofa 
sinking fund as aforesaid and the interest thereon as 
aforesaid is $511.20 ; 

AND Wuerkas the total amount which will be re- 
quired to be raised annually by a special rate for the 
repayment of the said sum of 3599.28 by means of a 
sinking fund as aforesaid and the interest thereon as 
aforesaid is $82.40 ;

(2) The Mayor and Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality the said 
sum of $5,664.72, and may issue debentures ef the 
Municipality to that amount repayable within 
twenty years from the said Ist day of Octuber, 1394, 
with interest at the rate of six per cent. per annum, 
payable half yearly. - 

(3) For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annually for paying the 
said interest and creating an equal yearly sinking 
fund to be set apart for the payment of the said 
principal sum of +5,664.724 special rate of fifty-two 
one-hundredths of a mill on the dollar over and above 
all other rates and taxes shall be levied in the same 
manner and at the same time as the general Munici- 
pal, taxes upon the whole rateable property of the 
Municipality in each year for the period ot twenty 
years from che said Ist day of October, [894, heing 
the period during which the said debentures wiil 
run, 

(4) The Mayor ana Clerk of the Municipality may 
borrow on the credit of the Municipality the said 
sum of $590.28 and issue debentures of the muni,i- 
cipality to that amount repayable within ten years 
from the tst day of October, 1804, with interest at 
the rate of six per cent. per annum, payable half- 
yearly. ’ 

(5) For the purpose of paying the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annually for paying the 
said interest and creating an equal yearly sinking 
fund to be set apart for payment ot the said principal 
gum of $590.28, a special rate of eight and one-half 
one-hundredths of a mill on the dollar over and above 
all other rates and taxes shall be levied in the same 
manner and at the same time as the general Munici- 
pal taxcs upon the whole rateable property of the 
Municipality in each year for the period of ten years 
from the said Ist day of October, 1894, being the period 
during which the said debentures will run. 

(6) All such debentures shall be of such denomin- 
ations not %eing less than =100 as the Mayor and 
Clerk shall decide and shall be made payable at the 
Office of the{Treasurer of the Municipality at Edmon- 
ton, Alberta, North-West Territories, and shall have 
attached to them coupons for the payment of the 
interest.

SMIGRANTS. 
The Brandon Mail and Winnipeg Tribune 
of recent dates mention thearrival at those 


places of a party of disgusted emigrants 
from the Edmonton district. The Mail 
places the number at 15 familes and the 
Tribune at 3, the latter giving the names. 
No doubt it is the same party, as the date of 
their arrival at Winnipeg is about a week 
later than that of their arrival at Brandon. 
The Tribune gives the names of the families 
as Johnson, Long and Wilder, and says 
that they left Edmonton on May 26th. 
They came from Kansas and Nebraska in 
1892 and 1893 and say they left, says the 
Tribune, ‘‘ because the season is too short, 
prices too low and the freight charges awful. 
Edmonton wheat they say will not make 
good flour and all the wheat ground in the 
Edmonton mill is brought up from the main 
line of the C. P. R.” The Mail reports 
them as saying that “‘ wheat growing can- 
not be made a success in that section as 
there are heavy frosts every month in the 
summer, and the freights on all the natural 
products of that country to the markets are 
so heavy as to leave no margin of profit for 
producers.” The Mail proceeds to give a 
long lecture on the mistake farmers make 
in settling so far froma market. There is 
no doubt that the prominence given to the 
assertions detrimental to this region by the 
Tribune and the comments of the less wide- 
ly read Mail, are made with the highly 
patriotic view of checking the tide of immi- 
gration to Alberta. The Tribune does not 
give equal prominence to the remarks of 
every tenderfoot who fails to find in Winni- 
peg mud the dollars he expected. “he 
Mail’s argument as to a market would have 
been more pointed had it been able to show 
that when these travellers reached Brandon 
they became so enamoured of its marketing 
facilities that they settled right there. 
Unfortunately for that argument they did 
not stop, but moved right on. It would 
perhaps be unfair to charge the emigrants 
with the use of the language attributed to 
them by the two papers. Having a point 
to make it is quite probable that they did 
not stick at trifles in making it, and that 
some of the reasons given were the product 
of the brain of the intelligent reporter, 
working along the line of thought suggested 
by the objections which he had frequently 
read and heard to the rush to Edmonton. 
In the first place the BuLLetin has every 
reason to believe that no families of the 
names and answering the descriptions given 
left Edmonton or any part of the kKdmonton 
district proper this season. That they may 
have left some part of the country settling 
up so rapidly along the railway line from 
Olds to Edmonton is quite possible. But 
to say so would not suit the purpose of the 
papers. Edmonton is the chief objective 
point of the westward immigration, there- 
fore these people must be started from Ed- 
monton although they may have started 
from a point 150 miles away from it. The 
assertion that the Edmonton mill grinds 
only imported wheat is such a plain false- 
hood that had the Tribune which published 
it considered for an instant it would not 
have done so. The only Edmonton mill 
on the railway line ground over 12,000 
bushels of Edmonton wheat last season, and 
the three other mills in the district ground 
more than an equal amount. How can 
people who came in the fall of 93 and left 
in the spring of 94 know of their own know- 
ledge that the seasons are too short or that 
there is frost every month in the year.If crops 
cannot be raised on account of frost or for 
any other reason, what difference whether 
prices, or freight rates are low or high. 
Prices of produce and rates of freight are 
only interesting in a region where crops are 
grown,as they cannot be where there is frost 
every month in the year. The case has been 
made too strong to accord with possible 
to say nothing of actual facts. Another 
model statement is that “‘a great many are 
leaving the country and others remain be- 
cause they cannot get out.” No doubt 
the lynx eyed journalists have kept a sharp 
look out for such cases as they have dis- 
covered,and would have mentioned them had 
they been found. The fact that out of the 
thousands-who have come to Northern 
Alberta within the past two years so few 
have gone back is as good proof of the 
goodness of the country as reasonable people 
need. It Would be strange indeed if every 
person who came to this country were suit- 
ed with it. The world would only be 
inhabited in spots if people were built that 
way. There is no objection to people who 
are not suited with this district getting out 
of it, and the sooner the better : but there 
is every objection to lying reasons for their 
going out being published as facts hy papers 
which are supposed to be in the business 
of advancing the interests of the country,

CRIMINAL LIBEL. 


On Tuesday forenoon last before C, W. Sutter, J.P. 
Andrew Milne was charged that he ‘‘did unlawfully, 
without legal justification or excuse puDlish a de- 
famatory libel of and concerning one Harry Wilson, 
J. P. likely to injure his reputation by exposing 
him to hatred contempt and ridicule or designed 
to insult him, in the form of a letter in the issue of 
the Edmonton BULLETIN, a public newspaper pub- 
lished on the 18th day of June 1894, at the town of 
Edmonton, containing divers false and defamatory 
matters and things of and concerning said H. Wilson, 
J, P. in the words and according to the tenor and 
effect following that is to say in the letter of ‘‘ Man’s 
inhumanity to man”, importing thereby that the 
said Harry Wilson, J. P. acted improperly in his 
office as one of Iler Majesty’s Justices of the Peace 
and committed or assisted tocommit to prison one 
Henri Apoux, without reason or excuse, and for a 
crime or upon a charge of which he was not guilty, 
and that the said Harry Wilson, J. P. acted in an in- 
human manner, unworthy of a civilized country, 
thereby causing or accelerating the death of,the said 
Henri Apoux.” 

Mervyn Mackenzie appeared for the prosecution 
and S.S. Taylor, for the defence. Court was held in 
the police barracks, Edmonton. 

Frank Oliver was the first witness called. Am 
proprietor and publisher of the Edmonton BuLLeTiN; 
identify copy of paper of June 18th as one that was 
published in the ordinary course; (copy marked 
exhibit A) am not the writer of the article signed 
*“*human;’ have the original copy of the article as 
published, (copy produced and marked exhibit B); 
saw a letter which I believed accompanied the copy; 
have not that letter now; have searched carefully 
for it but have been unable to find it; it has probably 
been destroyed; there are places in which it might 
be that I haye not searched; Mr. Round was in 
charge of the office at the time the letter was received; 
do not know the handwriting. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Taylor. Have seen a boy 
on the street whom I understood was Apoux, but 
couid not swear positively; he was accompanied by a 
man whoin I believed to be his father. Some _per- 
son—Mr. Prince I think—askesd me for them if I 
could give them work onthe new building I was 
about to erect ; did not speak to them directly, as I 
could not speak French and I understood they could 
not speak English; was not at the office whe the 
letter was brought in; had been absent from town 
for two weeks; returned home Sunday evening, was 
in the office more or less On Monday, but did not 
take over the management of the paper until Tuesday 
the 19th Saw the copy of the letter on the printer’s 
case on Monday but did not read it carefully; saw 
that it releted to something that I did not know 
about and supposed it was all right; did not see a 
local relating to the conviction of Apoux in a former 
issue; have been a publisher ever since I880;am a 
member of the Northwest Assembly ; believe that I 
have been in public life in this district longer than 
anyother person at present residing here; in my 
capacity as publisher and representative t necessarily 
concern myself with matters relating to the public 
good, whether they be public or private, so long as 
they concern the public; criticize the actions of 
people with a view of promoting the public good. 
Question—“Ifit be true that Henri Apoux was not 
a vagrant within the meaning set out in 
sections 207 and 208 of the criminal code but was 
committed and sentenced as such by Col. Jarvis 
and H.Wilson as J. P.’s do you think that itis in the 
public interest that their action should be criticized 
in the public press. 

Mr. Mackenzie objected, Objection overruled. 

Answer ‘ Yes.” 

Question—If it be true, as stated in the former 
question, do you think that their conduct is relevant 
to any subject cf public interest, the public discus- 
sion of whichis for the public benefit. 

Mr. Mackenzie objected. Objection overruled 

Answer—‘‘ Yes.” 

Question—Do yeu consider that if the article 
applies to Col. Jarvis and H. Wilson, J. P.’s it is a 
faircomment upon their public conduct in the matter 
referred to ; 

Mr. Mckenzie objected. Objection sustained. 

Consider that the article applies to the case at 
large rather than to any particular persons connect- 
ed withthe case; have known Col.Jarvis since I877; he 
has been a J. P. for many years, and has dealt with 
a large number of cases; have only known Mr. 
Wilson for a short time.

FORT SASKATCHEWAN ALBERTA. 


In talking over affairs affecting the wel- 
fare of the settlers of Northern Alberta, a 
sensible idea was propounded by an old and 
well known settler, namely: With refer- 
ence to the making away with the most 
valuable timber off C. P. R. lands without 
permits—his idea is for the government to 
take possession of all the timber on said 
lands, and when C. P. Railway lands are 
sold, which have been cleared of the timber, 
for the government to grant the purchaser a 
free permit of any government land. As 
things are going at present all the valuable 
timber 1s either being cut, or destroyed on 
c. P. BR. land and a few are getting the 
penetit. Certainly something should be 
done, and that without delay. 

Another thing which is causing a lot of 
jissatisfaction is the wretched state into 
which our main travelled roads are falling. 
Fences and and ploughing going on every 
here and there, until no one knows when, 
or where, or how they are to proceed. It 
is simply a disgrace to the whole country. 
it the settlers are tobe allowed to close 
all the old main trails, let the Northwest 
government immediately go to work and 
open up the regular road allowances and 
not have the present yoke put on all travel. 


Tenders are called for the erection of a 
new school house here. The plan shows a 
neat frame structure, which will be a credit 
to the place. 

In addition to the above, there are five 
other new buildings to be congmenced in a 
few days, so that the building boom which 
set in last fall, still continues. 

A meeting of the agricultural society has 
been called for Saturday next, to consider 
he question of erecting a roller process mill. 
With the magnificent wheat growing 
country surrounding the town it is consider- 
ed a good opening.

GENERAL NEWS. 

Cholera is spreading rapidly in St. Peters- 
burg, Russia.

Tur daily Nor’ Wester of July 14th, is 
accompanied by a beautifully illustrated 
supplement devoted to the town of Selkirk, 
at one time expected to be the rival of 
Winnipeg. 

Calgary Herald: A man named Walter 
Ramarge was drowned in the Kootenay 
river last week while on his way from 
Dupuyer Creek, Montana, to the Edmonton 
country. Ramarge originally came from 
Owen Sound. 

Tue Northwest Territories Gazette of 
July 16th contains authorization of Stony 
Plain school district to borrow $500 to build 
and furnish a school house. Also authority 
for Notre Dame de Lourdes school district 
to borrow $500 for the same purpose. Also 
authority for Battle river public school 
district to borrow $500 for thesame purpose. 

Vancouver Business Review, July 2, 1894. 
Business has improved in the past week, no 
doubt the perfect weather and the summer 
holidays have something to do with it ; col- 
lections, however, are somewhat easier. 
There are at present few idle men in the 
province, except those who prefer that life. 
This is due to building operations, public 
works and railroad construction. There is 
still a fleet of vesgels loading lumber. The 
Hastings mill is running night and day and 
the Moodyville mill full time. Reports come 
from the interior that active mining opera- 
tions are in progress, particularly among the 
hydraulic mines; 


The annual m¢eting of the Hudson’s Bay 
Company took place in London England on 
July 16th. The accounts show £75,000 
available for dividend. Out of this a divid- 
end of ten shillings per share was de- 
clared, absorbing £50,000 and leaving £25,- 
(0 to be carried forward. From the re- 
port to the shareholders it appears that 
there was a heavy decline in the prices re- 
alized for the furs sold in London in the 
early part of this year. Notwithstanding 
the prevailing depression, however, the sale- 
shops business has steadily improved and is 
giving satisfactory results. The receipts 
from the land department were less than 
the previous year, the principal decrease 
being in farm lands, owing to the general 
conditions applying, but the sale of lots in 
Winnipeg was stated to have made the re- 
sults of the land department better than it 
otherwise would have been. The conclud- 
ing part of the report states that to the 
economies which have been recently enforced 
in all branches of the service the profits now 
shewn are in a large measure due. 

Wivnipeg Commercial, July 7th: The 
weather has continued favorable for the 
crops, and reports from the country are more 
hopeful. The harvest, from present indica- 
tions, will be early, which is a favorable fea- 
ture. Some late sown grain however, is very 
backward. This is mostly barley and oats, 
which were sown too late to benefit by the 
early spring rains, and the seed lay dormant 
in the ground during the dry weather of the 
latter part of May and part of June. 
late crops are now coming on rapidly, and 
with favorable weather they will ripen _be- 
fore frost comes. Summarized reports from 
thirty-six South Dakota counties, received 
at the United States Weather Bureau in 
this city for the week ending Tuesday, give 
crop conditions up to yesterday as follows : 
Late sown wheat and wheat on corn stalk 
ground shows decided improvement gener- 
ally, but there is considerable wheat, oats

SENECA ROOT. 

Eprror BULLETIN : 

Dear Sik: Foranumber of years past Manitoba 
has exported a large amount of Seneca or Snake root 
and stands well to the frontas a supplier of that 
drug. Indians, half-breeds and many white people 
find remunerative ernployment in gathering it. As 
Manitoba contains such quantities of it, and by this 
issue of your BULLETIN 1 notice that Battleford has 
started to do something in the way of exporting it, 
why not Edmonton district come in for its share, as 
there is not a doubt but that the root grows here, 

having found it myself, but do not know whether 
it exist in paying quantities. 

The Indians here know it as a valuable expectorant 
and say that it grows very thickly incertain localities. 
The root grows on the edges of marshes in willowy 
swamps, besides in the open field. The sample I 
found would compare fayorably with the ordinary 
commercial root, Reports have been brought in .o 
me at different times that a good deal exists between 
here and the Athabasca Landing, and I think an 
effort should be -nade to start the industry here of 
digging it. Itisa short root, sand as I said before 
Manitoba sends large quantities into the market, the 
largest buyers being in St. Paul, Minn., but Germany 
receives a good deal of the Manitoba senega and I 
suppose the great bulk goes to New York and 
London. The fur buyers seem to be the men that 
handle more than the druggists at first hands. 

Now is I believe the best time to gather the root. 
It should be wellcleaned and bright—cleaned by 
washing and finally sun dried. It vringsin the market 
an average of 25c per pound. I can procure some 
samples should any your readers desire to prospect 
for paying qnantities. Thanking you for space, etc,

The following description of the plant and root 
may be of use to persons desirous of searching for it. 
Ithasa prennial branching root, from which several 
smooth round leafy stems annually rise from nine 
inches to a foot in height. The stems are generally 
tinged with red or purple below, but are green near 
the top, and the leaves are alternate or scattered, 
lance shaped, smooth, bright green on the upper 
surface and pale beneath, and are supported on 
very short foot stalks. The flower consists of five 
leaflets, two of which are wing shaped, white and 
larger than the others, the coroila is small and closed, 
the capsules are small and much compressed, two 
valved and two celled with two oblong blackish 
seeds,

Will you kindly allow me space to make a few re- 
marks about my course of action in regard to the 
opening of McDougall street. 

A report seems to be most industriously circulated 
that I Philip Heiminck am acting the ‘ dog in the 
manger,” and trying to bulldoze the town.
